OFF-CAMPUS GRADUATE COURSES 


Under the authority of the Graduate Council of the 
University of Alabama and through the cooperation 
and facilities of the Extension Division of the Univer- 
sity a number of graduate courses in professional 
education for classroom teachers and other school 
leaders will be offered in various off-campus graduate 
centers by the College of Education during the school 
year, 1956-57. 


These courses are offered for the benefit of those 
living reasonably near the various centers who have 
already secured a bachelor’s degree from a rcognized 
standard institution on the basis of an approved under- 
graduate program for the education and training of 
teachers. 


Courses carrying a credit of three semester hours 
will meet for fifteen regular class periods for the 
purposes of instruction and study. In addition, there 
will be an initial meeting for registration and organiza- 
tion for work and a final meeting for examination. The 
class period for instruction and study will be a three- 
hour session. Classes will meet once each week or once 
every two weeks in accordance with the conditions. 
The schedule which follows shows the facts about class 
meetings for each course. 


Where indicated certain courses are open to seniors 
and graduate students.

The satisfactory completion of the work in any one 
of the graduate courses named above will go toward 
satisfying the minimum requirements for the master’s 
degree or for the Class AA Professional Certificate, 
assuming the course is an appropriate one for the 
student’s program. On the satisfactory completion of 
two such courses, the minimum residence require- 
ments, in accordance with the policy of the Graduate 
Council, will be reduced to the extent of six weeks. 
In like manner, the satisfactory completion of four 
such courses will reduce the minimum residence period 


to the extent of twelve weeks. 


Qualified teachers may undertake to complete as 
many off-campus courses as they wish, over a period 
of years, but the preceding statement indicates the 
maximum reduction of residence study on the campus 
for work toward the Master’s degree or for the Class 
AA Certificate as the case may be. Full-time teachers 
may register for only one course during one period of 
study and may not be enrolled in a course while carry- 
ing any other work with the University or any other 


institution.

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Foreword 


This bulletin is planned to serve five purposes. First, a brief description 
of the educational guidance services available through the Extension 
Division of the University is presented. These services include guidance 
clinics for high school pupils; assistance in planning high school career 
days; counsel in the selection and administration of tests to high school 
pupils, and in the interpretation of the test scores; and cooperation with 
the Directors of the University Centers in developing plans for adult 
counseling. Second, a description is given of the consultative services to 
public school systems and other educational groups which desire the 
assistance of the University. These services are provided by the College 
of Education in cooperation with the Extension Division. Third, it contains 
a brief report to the many high school students who used these services of 
the University, to their sponsors, to their school administrators, and to their 
parents. Fourth, a calendar of events for the coming year, along with 
pertinent information concerning each activity, is included. Fifth, in 
presenting the wide range of activities and the assistance given these 
activities by the University, students, sponsors, and principals may become 
interested in other activities in addition to those in which they have par- 
ticipated heretofore. 


For these reasons, it is hoped that each person who receives this 
bulletin will make the information available to others. 


The rules for debate activities and the early date for the Journalism 
Clinic make it highly important that the bulletin reach the sponsors of 
these activities as quickly as possible. Those students and their sponsors 
who are interested in such music activities, as band, chorus and orchestra, 
may look forward to the festival and contests to be held on the campus of 
the University during the latter part of the school year.

EDUCATIONAL GUIDANCE SERVICES 


Guidance clinics, conducted by the Counseling and Advisory Services of 
the Extension Division in cooperation with other divisions of the University, 
will be made available to interested high schools and communities of Ala- 
bama during the school year 1956-57. 


Guidance clinics make it possible for parents, teachers, and students 
to discuss with appropriate representatives of the University, and other 
persons who are specialists in various fields, problems associated with the 
choice of vocational and professional careers, particularly educational 
requirements and desirable personal qualities. 


These clinics are characterized by the following. 


1. Advance planning by faculty and students with the Extension 
Division’s Director of Counseling and Advisory Services to assure 
an opportunity for the presentation and discussion of many problems 
vital to students. This is very important for the most effective 
discussion. 


2. General meeting for discussion and examination of over-all prob- 
lems of students. Here problems which affect all students are 
presented and analyzed and preparations are made for work to be 
done in smaller groups. 


3. Small group meetings to discuss specific problems with representa- 
tives from the University who through their interest and training 
can be of help in those specific areas of student interest. 


4. Individual conferences with students whose questions have not been 
answered previously. 
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Special attention to those students who appear to have made little 
progress in choosing vocational or professional careers in order that 
they may discover the opportunities available. 

The Director of Counseling and Advisory Services cooperates with 
the directors of University Centers in developing plans for adult counseling. 
As time permits, he may work with communities and organizations in 
studying and evaluating the resources in any area which may have signifi- 
cance for a program of guidance and conseling for both youth and adults. 


CAREER DAYS 


High school career days provide very effective means for aiding 
students in making proper vocational or professional choices. The number 
of high schools in Alabama using this tool has greatly increased in the 
past few years. This method of working with parents and students should 
be a part of a continuous counseling and guidance program. 


A career day provides an opportunity for the high school to bring 
together some of the more capable professional and non-professional laymen 
of the community, who counsel with the students during this day and lend 
of their training and experience in providing educational and vocational 
information. The University of Alabama cooperates in this endeavor by 
making available to the high schools the services of its professional 
personnel in aiding students who are going to college. This assistance 
includes aiding students in determining: 


1. The type of training which will be required by the college of the 
student’s choice. 


2. The high school courses which will best equip the student to profit 
from the proposed college career. 


3. The choice of proper college pre-professional or pre-vocational 

training. 

In addition, many questions concerned with the nature of college life, 
means of getting the most from college work, opportunities for earning a 
portion of college expenses, and many others which the student may have, 
can be explored. 

The Director of Counseling and Advisory Services of the University’s 
Extension Division is available on call to assist high schools in planning 
such a day’s activities. Requests for such assistance should be made as 
early in the school year as possible. 


TESTS AND TEST EVALUATION 


The teachers and principals of the schools of Alabama, in some way, 
should assist the pupils and their parents bridge the gap which may exist 
between the aspirations of the parents for their children, as expressed in 
the social philosophy of education, and the actual scholastic accomplish- 
ments of their children. A part of the failure to bridge this gap is due 
to the failure to evaluate properly the outcomes of the educational program. 


Appropriate tests are among the many professional tools used by 
expert teachers in determining the extent to which students have attained 
desirable goals and achieved specific objectives. Such tools when properly 
used assist the teacher in identifying learning difficulties and diagnosing 
causes, discovering aptitudes, and planning educational programs designed 
to meet student needs. 


Literally dozens of such tools are available for the use of today’s 
schools. But not all administrators and teachers feel competent to choose 
the correct tests and correctly interpret the obtained results. The very 
multitude of such instruments often serves only to further complicate the 
problem. 

For these reasons the University’s Extension Division, through its 
Department of Counseling and Advisory Services, offers its assistance to 
interested schools in working out solutions of such problems. In addition 
to the planning and implementing of adequate testing programs, this 
Department lends specific tests in limited quantities, so that teachers 
and principals may determine which tests most satisfactorily meet their 
needs. 


Consultative Services for School Systems 


The Director of Counseling and Advisory Services is in charge of 
whatever services the Extension Division may be called upon to render 
through the College of Education to public school systems and other educa- 
tional groups which desire the assistance of the University in conducting 
an in-service education program. Such services usually include consultative 
services for the professional personnel and the offering of graduate courses 
in education through the University Centers or in cooperation with the 
State Teachers Colleges. 


Forensic Activities 


The Alabama High School Forensic Association is sponsored by the 
University of Alabama’s Department of Speech and Extension Division. 
The primary purpose of the Association is to foster among the high schools 
of Alabama a broad program of supervised competitions and desirable 
school activities as a vital part of the school program and as an integral 
part of the student’s total educational experience. 


PURPOSES OF THE PROGRAM 


Speech constitutes the foundation of man’s thinking. It is the basic 
tool of communication. The effective exchange of thought has made possible 
the development of man’s social nature, the improvement of his arts, the 
expansion of scientific knowledge and its application to his material needs, 
the growth of his literature, and the development and enrichment of his 
highest personal, social and spiritual ideals. Therefore, schools assist 
students in developing skills in the basic elements and the specialized forms 
of speech. In some high schools of the state forensics may be a part of the 
regularly scheduled program; in others it may be considered an extra- 
curricular activity. In either case, the Alabama High School Forensic 
Association’s program should strengthen the school’s speech program. 


Participation in the forensic program may assist students in (1) under- 
standing and appreciating the characteristics, principles and practices of 
good speech, (2) improving the effectiveness of their own speech, (8) in- 
creasing their ability to listen with courtesy, comprehension and discrimi- 
nation, and (4) developing desirable qualities of citizenship. 


These educational aims and other valuable ones can be accomplished 
more fully as a greater number of students representing more schools 
participate in the program. Perhaps more definite planning on the part of 
the sponsors and teachers from the several schools, the students, and 
appropriate persons representing the University of Alabama would extend 
the program to other schools and increase the total number of students 
participating. 


During 1956-57, as in previous years, the program of high school 
forensics will include debating, extemporaneous speaking, after-dinner 
speaking, poetry reading and discussion. An additional activity this year 
will be competition for a scholarship in public address commemorating the 
bicentennial of the birth of Alexander Hamilton. 


SUGGESTED PLAN 


Perhaps consideration should be given to a more formal organization 
of the Association. At present the organization has no Constitution, no 
policy forming body, and no council of representatives from the several 
schools. 


Further consideration is being given to the feasibility of dividing the 
member schools into two or more groups according to the number of students 
enrolled. If this plan were inaugurated, competition in the various activities 


would be among schools of comparable enrollment. This method of grouping 
the schools might be of some help to smaller ones in the development of 
their forensic programs. 


Most states have found it advantageous to divide the high schools into 
groups on the basis of enrollment for their forensic programs and other 
phases of school activities. For a number of years Alabama high schools 
have been grouped according to enrollment for competition in certain 
athletic and musical events. 


GROWTH OF FORENSIC PROGRAM 


During December 1955 Discussion Clinics were held at the University 
Centers at Gadsden, Birmingham, Montgomery, and Mobile. Twenty high 
schools were represented at these Clinics by two hundred eighty students 
and teachers. At the Non-Decision Debate Meetings held at the four Centers 
mentioned above twenty-three schools were represented by two hundred 
sixty-eight students and teachers. 


The Alabama High School Forensic Tournament was held at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama, March 15-17, 1956. Seventeen high schools were repre- 
sented by a like number of teachers and one hundred forty students. 


In addition to growth in the number of schools enrolled in the program 
and the number of students participating, and in the number of speech 
activities included, there has been progress in the quality of the activities. 


Five Alabama high schools — McGill Institute, Murphy, Montgomery 
Catholic, Shelby County, and Bishop Toolen —were represented at the 
Annual Convention of the Southern Speech Association at Hattiesburg, 
Mississippi, April 2-4, 1956. Students from these schools rendered distinct 
service in the Workshop and won awards in the Tournament.

PROBLEM, DISCUSSION QUESTIONS, AND DEBATE PROPOSITION 


Leadership is given to the state leagues and associations at the national 
level through the joint efforts of The National Forensic League, The Speech 
Association of America, and The National University Extension Association. 
These organizations assist in the selection of problem areas for discussion 
and in the selection and wording of the debate proposition. In December, 
1955, these organizations submitted to the state leagues and associations 
three problem areas for discussion, and requested that a poll be taken in 
each state to determine which problem area would be used during 1956. 
The three areas concerned agricultural policy, labor-management relations, 
and conservation of natural resources. Members of the Alabama High School 


Forensic Association voting on the three problem areas indicated a prefer- 
ence for natural resources. The results of the Alabama poll were submitted 
to the National University Extension Association’s Committee on Discussion 
and Debate Materials and became a part of the nation-wide poll. By a 
majority vote of all states participating in the national forensic program 
the problem area selected for the academic year 1956-57 is: What agri- 
cultural policy will best serve the interests of the people of the United 
States? 


During December, all-day discussion meetings and clinic workshops will 
be held at the University Centers. These meetings and workshops have in 
the past been helpful and inspiring to students and sponsor's as they have 
provided unusual opportunities to discuss variou phases of the issue for 
debate. Suggestions and friendly help can thus be given to participants as 
they contemplate or prepare for debating activities. Students interested in 
poetry reading, after-dinner speaking, and extemporaneous speaking will be 
given suggestions which may be of help to them in these areas.

The Forensic Tournament for the high schools of the state will be held 
on the campus of the University of Alabama, March 14-16, 1957. This year, 
as last, the tournament will include extemporaneous speaking, after-dinner 
speaking, poetry reading, and debate. The tournament this year may include 
competition for Alexander Hamilton Scholarships; if so, plans will be an- 
nounced later. 


Mr. Charles E. Porterfield, Director of the Alabama High School 
Forensic Program, University of Alabama, works with the heads of the 
Speech Departments of the University Centers and with the Director of 
Counseling and Advisory Services in organizing and conducting the dis- 
cussion clinics and non-decision debate meets. Mr. Porterfield is in general 
charge of the Forensic Tournament on the campus at the University. 


Journalism Clinics 


In addition to the Journalism Clinic to be held on the campus of the 
University of Alabama, December 7-8, 1956, to which the publication staffs 
and sponsors, and principals of all high schools in the State are invited, 
a series of regional clinics have been planned for this year. 

The Journalism Clinic to be held on the campus is cooperatively spon- 
sored by the Alabama High School Press Association, The Alabama Press 
Association, and the University’s Department of Journalism and Extension 
Division. More than 825 students and sponsors representing thirty-four 
high schools of the State attended the 1955 clinic. These students were 
members of the staffs of school newspapers and yearbooks in their respec- 
tive high schools. The high school students and sponsors participating in the 
clinic spent the two days attending workshops dealing with methods of im- 
proving their publications. The students and sponsors had opportunities to 
evaluate their own publications in the light of the discussions and sugges- 
tions made by their fellow-students, professional newspaper editors, pub- 
lishers of school yearbooks, University faculty members, and others. 

The staff of any school publication may find it profitable to attend 
this two-day clinic. The greatest values will probably accrue to those who 
bring their publications for their own study and for criticism by members 
of the group and others. 

The 1955 clinie was highlighted by the annual banquet in the ballroom 
of the Union Annex, Friday evening, December 2. At this time awards were 
made to the schools whose newspapers and yearbooks had been submitted 
for criticism and competitive judging. First places were awarded to the 
following newspapers and yearbooks.

The school newspaper clinics deal with those items which are of 
importance to every school newspaper staff. Among these matters are: 


1. Reporting and school coverage 
2. Editing and make-up 

3. Advertising and management 
4, Features and special articles 


Among the interesting features of the yearbook clinic are those dealing 
with, 
1. Layout, makeup and design. 
2. Business management and advertising. 


The Alabama High School Press Association’s Journalism Clinic will be 
held on the campus of the University of Alabama December 7-8, 1956. This 
date should be placed on the calendar of the school’s activities. 


Every high school in the state is urged to enter its publications in the 
judging contests. As in previous years, two classes for newspapers and 
yearbooks have been established to give an equal and fair opportunity to 
the small as well as to the large schools of the state. Classes are as follow: 


Newspapers: 


Class A—Schools with enrollments of 500 or more 

Class B—Schools with enrollments of 499 or less 

One competition only for mimeographed newspaper without regard 
for size of school. 


Yearbooks: 


Class A—Schools with enrollments of 500 or more 
Class B—Schools with enrollments of 499 or less 


Rules for each contest are as follows: 


1. Each entry must be accompanied by a data sheet listing the 
following information: 

. Total enrollment of the school 

. Name of publication sponsor 

Name of printer 

. Name of photographer (yearbooks only) 

. Name of engraver (yearbooks only). 
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2. Breakdown of production budget listing the following data: 


a. Total cost of production 

b. Total cost of photographs (yearbooks only) 
ce. Total cost of engraving (yearbooks only) 
d. Total cost of printing (yearbooks only) 


3. Method of financing publication: 
a. Income from subscription sales 
b. Income from sale of advertising space 
ce. Income from appropriations 
d. Income from fund-raising activities (dances, 
drawings, etc.) 


4. All entries must be received in the Department of Journalism, 
P. O. Box 656, University, Alabama, not later than November 
19, 1956. (Note: Yearbooks entered in the contests will be 
returned to the owners at University expense after the contest. ) 


or 


Entries will be the yearbook of the 1955-56 academic year, and 
one issue of the school newspaper during the last month of 
publication for the school year 1955-56 and one issue of the 
current school year 1956-57.

Newspapers and yearbooks entered in the competition will be judged 
by the faculty and senior students of the Department of Journalism of 
some college or university outside the State. 


Awards for the best newspapers and yearbooks will be announced and 
trophies presented at the AHSPA banquet, Friday night, December 7, 1956. 


During recent years the University of Alabama’s Department of 
Journalism, Centers and Extension Division have worked cooperatively with 
the press and the schools of several communities in the State in holding 
regional Journalism Clinics. Such clinics have been held at the Centers at 
Mobile and Huntsville. Through these Clinics it has been possible to supple- 
ment the work of the State-wide clinic in providing more specific help to 
publication staffs on problems which may be peculiar to that particular 
group of schools. These regional clinics have brough the services of the 
University and the Alabama Press Association to some schools whose publi- 
cation staffs may have been unable to attend the State-wide clinic. One or 
more such clinics will be held in the State this year. The Center or Centers 
at which such services may be offered will depend upon the interest mani- 
fested by high school publication staffs in the different sections of the 
State, and the time and place of holding these meetings will be determined 
by-the wishes of the persons representing the schools in those areas. 


In addition to extending the services to a larger number of schools and 
giving specific help on problems peculiar to certain staffs emphasis will be 
given at these regional clinics to the following topics: 


1. Opportunities in journalism 
2. Place of the newspaper in American life 


3. Assistance to schools with limited resources which may 
contemplate issuing some publication 


4. Effective use of school publications in school-community 
relations. 


Music Activities 


The University of Alabama, through the Extension Division, each year 
makes the facilities of its Department of Music available to thousands of 
Alabama high school students. The University also cooperates with the 
Alabama Music Educators Association by making its facilities available for 
use by band, choral and orchestra groups of the high schools of the state. 
Approximately 5,000 high school students attended the Alabama All-State 
High School Band, Choral and Orchestra Festival, and the Alabama High 
School Band and Choral Competition Festivals during the spring of 1956. 


During 1956-57 the University’s Extension Division will cooperate with 
the Department of Music in making available to schools and communities 
of the state musical programs of merit. Two groups will be available for 
musical programs in the schools and communities. One group, the Piano 
Quartet, will be composed of the following persons.with the instruments 
as indicated: 


Mr. Roy McAllister, Piano 
Mr. Roland Johnson, Violin 
Mr. Henry Barrett, Viola 
Miss Margaret Christy, Cello 


The other group will consist of senior students of exceptional skill 
accompanied by members of the faculty of the department. These tours are 
available to high schools in Alabama for assembly programs or other 
appearances and should be of much value to the high schools in improving 
the quality of their music offerings. The ‘live” programs, presented by 
students not too far from the age of the average high school student, offer- 
ing a high quality of music, do much to stimulate an interest in good music 
on the part of the high school students and communities. 


Persons who would like to have one or both of these musical groups 
give programs in their schools or communities may make their request 
through the Director of Counseling and Advisory Services, P.O. Box 2787, 
University, Alabama. 


Pupils from 100 high schools participated in the All-State High School 
Band, Choral and Orchestra Festival held at the University on March 19-21, 
1956. Approximately 80 high schcols were represented in the High School 
Band and Choral Competition Festivals, held on the campus of the Univer- 
sity, April 5-7, 1956. The All-State Band, Choral and Orchestra Festival is 
scheduled for March 25-27, 1957; the Alabama High School Band and 
Choral Competition Festival for April 11-138, 1957. 
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
